Where  did  the  myth  come  from? 

1 . You  often  hear  people  say  it  as  they  pick  up  some  food  they’ve  just  dropped,  before  putting  it  into  their 
mouths.  It’s  not  entirely  clear  where  the  “rule”  comes  from,  but  it’s  so  firmly  rooted  in  folklore  that  many 
believe  it’s  a fact. 

What’s  the  Truth? 

2.  Studies  have  shown  that  bacteria  and  viruses  can  infect  food  more  or  less  instantly  when  it’s  dropped  on  the 
floor.  There  was  no  difference  in  rates  of  infection  between  food  that  is  left  for  one  or  six  seconds.  However, 
after  one  minute,  infection  rates  are  about  ten  times  higher.  Most  germs  cause  no  harm,  but  there  are  several 
dangerous  ones  including  Norovirus  and  Salmonella  that  can  be  tracked  into  the  home  on  shoes  and  will 
quickly  infect  dropped  food. 

So,  should  we  worry  about  it,  or  not? 

3.  The  moisture  levels  and  shape  of  the  food  have  been  found  to  affect  how  many  germs  attach  to  it,  as  well  as 
where  it’s  dropped  high  traffic  areas  have  more  bacteria  and  viruses  than  others.  In  general  though,  it’s  a 
judgement  call  whether  you  want  to  eat  something  after  it’s  been  on  the  floor  - just  don’t  assume  that  if  you 
rush  to  pick  it  up  in  under  five  seconds,  it’ll  be  safe.
